OX ITS GOOD BEHAVIOR. 


Congress has got \voll started at 


•work and no serions political lutcli 
has yet occurred. « The Speaker of 
the House exhibited an nndue spirit 
of Democratic zeal upon taking his 
chair, but that was no more perhaps 
than ho felt to be due to his constit- 
uents, -whose eyes he doubtless felt 
•werecentered with hope upon him. 
His Quixote thrusts at the Adminis- 
tration were necessary for the satis- 
factory establishment of his status 
as a consistent Democratic Speaker 
of a House tolerably well filled with 
consistent Democrats.

and the Congressman of average in- 
tellectual endowments will soon dis- 
cover that his time cannot better be 
employed than in legitimate legisla- 
tion.

LITICAL TETER-BOARD. 


The postmaster has been a pro- 


lific source of trouble of late in con- 
nection with the Presidential mud- 
dle. Ko sooner is it announced that 
some particular State has Ngone Re- 
publican without doubt, than up 
rises an indignant Democracy and 
tho luckless form of a postmaster is 
thnist between the Republican Pres- 
ident and the Presidential Chair.

A. Washington. 


Gounod, the musical composer, has a 


lady friend who is causing him a deal of 
trouble. The facts are briefly recapitu- 
lated in the Paris correspondence to the 
New York Herald thus: "Gounod sold 
to Lempinne, the well-known music edi- 
tor of Paris, the music of his new opera, 
'Polyeucte,' for the sum of lOO.OOOf, and 
received 20,000f in advance ^beiore the 
music was finished. Mrs. Welden, the 
quondam friend of the composer, find- 
ing that the work is completed and ready 
for performance, now comes forward 
and asserts that Gounod made her a 
present of the score, with all its rights, 
and that she is in a position to prove 
it. Ihis being the case, she maintains 
thct Gounod has no right to sell or even 
publish it. Gounod is urging Lemoinne 
to commence suit against Mrs. Weldon; 
but the publisher declines, and the com- 
poser is consequently placed in a posi- 
tion of great embarrassment." 


The Gazetta d'ltalia gives the follow- 


ing detail of Cardinal Actonalli's last 
moments: 


''Cardinal Antonelli did not reSurn to 


his bed immediately after his last visit 
to the Pope. It is true that the attack 
with which he was taken in hia holiness' 
study was brought on by the imprudent 
effort he made to descend the marble 
stairs on foot, and that he had to be car- 
ried back in the people's chair; but the 
first fainting fit having passed, the Car- 
dinal refused to go to bed. He would 
not yield, he would not give 'ip to death, 
but struggled against it with the extra- 
ordinary force of will,, that idomitable 
energy of whioh he had given proof dur- 
ing the course of his painful malady, 
when, in spits of the atrocious' pain he 
suffered, he dressed as usual, and, 
seated in his arm chair, received the 
members of the 
diplomatic corps. 


Eolled up in flannel—for he suffered 
from cold even during the hottest days 
of last summer—he dominated the acute 
pangs by which he was tortured, and 
with the p'alor of death on his face, 
with a smile on his colorless lips, 
discussed the affairs of the east with the 
^Representatives of the foreign powers. 
"Dr. Pelagallo, 
after having visited 


the cardinal by the pope's orders, told 
bis holiness that his eminence had not 
48 hour to live. At this announcement 
the pope sent for his vortant'ma, and had 
himself carried up stairs. The cardinal 
was dressed and seated in his arm chair, 
when he suddenly saw the pope appear 
before him. This unexpected visit im- 
mediately after the doctor's opened his 
eyes; he understood at once that his 
sentence wus written, and that he most 
die. Pale, emaciated, agitated, and no 
longer master of himself, he rose sud- 
denly to his feet, and then 'ailing on his 
knees before Pious IX., exclaimed, 
'Most blessed father, yon ore the vicar 
of Christ, and can absolve me; for char- 
ity hear me ;' and, here commenced a 
solnnm scene. The pope acted the part 
of the supreme judge, whose representa- 
tive he is, and the once formidable sec- 
retary ct state, now become a 'humble 
penitent face to face with death, .con- 
fessed his sing. At last the penitent be- 
came silent, and the hand which binds 
and looses on earth and in heaven was 
raised to absolve him in oriicuto mortis. 
The supreme pontiff, the -vicar of Jesns 
Christ, was called to judge f;h» govern- 
ment of the pope king, and, the tempo- 
ral power destroyed, to call down the 
heavenly pardon on the man who had 
been its head, and who had committed 
33 many iniquities, in the name of the 
repreaentatira of the Lamb of God. The 
moment ic which the temporii domin- 
ion, personified in the dying cardinal, 
knelt before thei'gpirittiaV'power incar- 
nate in the pope,: was certainly one of 
the grandest and most solemn in tie his- 
tory of the papacy. 'We'cannot tell if 
this dominion will one day retu;a under 
another form ; all that we knew is that 
the ancient pontifical government, which 
fell on the 20th of September. 1870, and 
was confessed and absolved by the pope 
on the 4th of November, 1^875, is dead 
forever with Giaeomo Antonelli. On 
the other hand, the spiritual power lives 
stronger and grander than ever. When 
the holy father returned the second time 
tovifit the dying caidinal he was de-
